Narrow and Dread Causes* 


How many people remember the fa- 


mous "battle of the gauges?" The vic- 
tory of what was once known as the 
'narrow'• Migo," but is now the stand- 
ard or n... oiuil gauge, since narrower 
ones are not unknown, is so absolute that 
this is the last year of the existence oT 
Brunei's measurement for the Great 
Western Railway company's permanent 
way. For many years on that line the 
broad gauge has been disappearing, and, 
as announced in our report of tho com- 
pany's half yearly meeting, the change 
is to be complete by the 20th of May 
neit. Tho disappearing gauge, origi- 
nally adopted on the Great Western 
railway on Brunei's plans, is 7 feet. 


The common gauge, now roughly 


called the 4-foot way, is really 4 ft. 84 in. 
That is the difference between the rails, 
tho fractional measurement being, we 
believe, explained by the fact that origi- 
nally the width of tho rails together 
made up an additional 8% inches, ,and 
gave a wheel track of exactly 5 feet to 
suit the earlier locomotives and trains. 
The heads of rails are now much broader, 
varying on the different lines from 2J- to 
2J inches, or together from 5 to 5J 
inches.—London News.

A Now Use for Telephones. 


The telephone is about to have a new 


application, namely, that of foretelling 
storms. A new discovery has been made 
as to one of the properties of this means 
of transmitting sound. By placing two 
iron bars at seven or eight meters dis- 
tance from each other, and then putting 
them in communication on one side by a 
copper wire covered with rubber, and on 
the other side with a telephone, a storm 
can, it is said, bo predicted at least twelvi 
hours ahead through a dead sound heari 
in the receiver. 


According as the storm advances the 


sound resembles tho beating of hailstone 
against the windows. 
Every flash o 


lightning, and, of course, every clap o 
thunder that accompanies the storm pro- 
duces a shock similar to that of a stoni 
cast between the diaphragm and the in 
strument.—Cincinnati Commercial Ga- 
zette.

IGNORANCE, MOT DESIGN. 


The Stiver State reports Hon. O. H. 


Gray, one of the members of the State 
Board of Assessors, M saying: 


4 'The reason the railroads are not in- 


cluded in the horizontal raise, is because 
the Board did not understand the situation 
when it made the assessment of that prop- 
erty, and it is cow too late to rectify the 
mistake." 


This candid adomsiou of one of the 


members of the State Board ot Assessors, 
implies that iu the opinion of the Board, 
the railroads ought to be assessed twenty 
per cent, higher than they are. 
Such be- 


ing the fact, as the Board cannot, rectify 
the mistake and place the valuation of the 
roads aa high as it thinks it onght to be, 
in justice to the other taxpayers, it should 
rescind its resolution to raise the valuation 
of their property twenty per cent, and thus 
equalize tbe assessment. The mistake of 
horizontally raising the valuation of all 
property, other than railroads, twinty per 
cent, it has power to rectify, and one of its 
first acts should be to make the correction. 


If the taxation of railroads is admitted 


by the Board to be unequal to that of 
other property, as the Constitution pro- 
vides that all property belonging to cor- 
porations shall be subject to taxation the 
same as property ol individuals, if the 
Board of Assessors has not the authority to 
make a horizontal iftise of railroads, it 
wonU seem that it has not authority to 
make such a raise on other property. 


THK COL.FAX 
TRAIN 
WRECKERS 


It baa been ascertained beyond a doubt 


that the wrecking of the overland passen- 
ger train at Colfai was caused for the pur- 
pose of robbery. 
Fiends in human form 


drew spikes which held tbe rails in place, 
causing the cars, which were filled with 
passengers, many of whom were women 
and children, to leave tbe track on a steep 
hillside, endangering the life of every per- 
son on board and resulting in serious in- 
jury to many of them. 


There i» scarcely any punishment that 


can be inflicted sufficiently severe for th» 
perpetrators of this crime. They have not 
yet been captured, though officers are 
scouring the country in search of them. 
Failing to hunt them down the Central Pa- 
cific Company should offer such a reward 
for their arrest and conviction as would 
induce officer* throughout the country, 
where they are likely to ba concealed, to 
to make diligent search for them. 
The 


crime is so villainous that expense should 
be a secondary consideration in bringing 
Us perpetrators to justice. 


COMPROMISED. 


According to report the contest for the 


millions of the late Mrs. Hopkins-Searle* 
is ended. A compromise, it is stated, has 
been effected, by the terms of which Tim- 
othy Hopkins, the adopted son of Mrs: 
Searlos, is to receive eight or ten millions 
from the estate. Whether the amount 
to be paid in cash or its equivalent in the 
stock of the Southern Pacific Company, is 
not stated, but if Searles and Huntiugton 
are on as intimate terms as has been rep- 
resented, and Hnntington desires to main- 
tain his supremacy in the railroad com 
pany, Hopkins will probably get oath,

signified their determination to contest the 
will, but AS msst of them will be iatiefied 
with a small slice of the big loaf left by 
the lady, it is probable that a compromise

matter will be settled out of the courts. 


THK PULLMAN CAR COMPANY. 


The Pullman Palace Car Company has 


decided to increase its capital stock from 
$25,000,000 to $30,000,000. 
The company 


organized originally about a dozen years 
ago with a capital stock of $6,000,000. 
The business of running palace cars be- 
came so profitable that tbe stock had to be 
watered to prevent the annual dividends 
from exceeding the capital 3took. 
This is 


the eighth time the watering operation has 
been performed, and the undivided profits 
are over $36,000,000. 


This is the company which runs UP palace 


cars and its gilt-edged conductors through 
the State of Nevada, and' notwithstanding 
the immense profits of tbe business, these 
oars have not been subjected to n hori- 
zontal raise, nor their owners notified ol 
an individual raise, in fact, they escaped 
the notice of the State Board of Assessors 
and have not been assessed at nil, 


The fast vestibule train on the Chicago 


and Eastern Illinois road, wai wrecked at 
Crete, a small town 30 miles from Chicago, 
and Engineer CUrke and three Inter-Ocean 
reporters, who were riding on the engine, 
were killed.

The San Francisco Grant Jury a Legal 


Itody.

Los ANQELES, October 15.—The Supreme 


Court this afternoon after adjournment 
filed with the Clerk the followingcertifioate 
of opinion in the case ol the eiparte Ray- 
mond habeas corpus, deciding the validity 
of the San Francisco Grand Jury. 
The 


petitioner was subpoenaed as a witness be- 
fore the Grand Jury of San Francisco. He 
refnsed to appear and testify upon the 
ground that in his opinion the Grand Jury 
was not a lawful body. 


For this refusal he was convicted of con- 


tempt of the Superior Court and sentenced 
to a fine and imprisonment. 
Thereupon 


he sued out this writ under which be prays 
to be discharged from custody. It is not 
controverted that he mast be remanded and 
the writ discharged unless he can show 
that the Superior Court exceeded its jnrii- 
diction in the contempt proceedings. 
In 


order to do this the petitioner offered in 
evidence tbe record of the proceedings of 
the Superior Court in ordering, selecting, 
summoning and impanneling the alleged 
Grand Jury, from which he contends that 
it appears that the Superior Court was 
guilty of such grave irregularities and vio 
lations of the plain statutory provisions 
that the body of men by it sworn and im- 
panneled ia not even a defaoto Grand Jury 


'Without passing upon the question 


as to whether the Grand Jury before whom 
tbe petitioner was summoned to appear 
was impanneled in accordance with the 
provisions of law, relating to that subject, 
it is sufficient for us to say that such a body 
has certainly a defacto existence, and this 
being ao, the witness was clearly guilty of 
contempt in refusing to testify. 
When a 


court having legal authority to impannel a 
Grand Jury has sworn and impanneled a 
competent nnmber of persons as such, and 
itself recognized in a body so formed as 
lawful, a Grand Jury charges it with the 
duties of a Grand Jury and it is engaged in 
the performance of such duties. 
A per 


son summoned to testify before it, cannot 
raise the question of ita competence to act 
His doty is to testify as required, leaving 
the question of the legality of the Grand 
Jury to be tested in modes provided by law 
by those who may have the interest in 
question. 
The petitioner on his own 


showing has been regularly and properly 
convicted and matt be remanded. 
Tbe 


writ was discharged and the prisoner re- 
manded,

During the 
last campaign last election, we were told 
that expenses would be cut down and 
everything done to lift the State out of the 
rut it had fallen into. But it seema that 
Twenty-per-cent. Torreyson, Grandiloquent 
Grey, Equalization Egnn anl Horizontal 
Horton have made up their minds to pay 
no attention to the campaign promises, 
but cinch the taxpayer horizontally, forget- 
ting the railroads, add when asked their 
reason, they say they did not understand 
how the railroad was situated, and that 
it now too late to remedy the mistake. 


People out this way don't think it is too 


late and it is possible that in placing the 
individual and horizontal raises they may 
have a chance to explain something about 
the methods before taxes are collected at 
this end.

circumstances, the greater the display 
ot detail in the result. 
So- in this case, 


the "photographic eye- of science" takes 
cognizance of a crater on the moon's 
surface that has never been, and in all 
probability never will be, seen by human 
eyes.—New York Becorder.
